The Federal Reserve Bahk system 
iias also added to the problems of the 
smaller national banks, Each na- 
tional bank is required to subscribe 
to the stock of the Federal Reserve 
bank in its district, and to place its 
reserves with the Reserve bank. The 
subscriptiona to stock have meant 
merely so much idle money, as none 
of the Reserve banks have paid any 
divide ds, and their reports show 
that a vast bulk of their stored capi- 
tal has not been invested.

Nashville, Tenn.. Nov. 28.-Dr. 
Allen Garland Hall, of the Vander- 
bilt university law department, and 
one of the south's foremost educa- 
tors, died at his home on the Van- 
derbilt campus, after a period of 
ill health extending over many 
years. He was 53 years old. 

Dr. Hall was born in Lafayette, 
Ky., July 12, 1862. He was a son of 
Claudia Buchanan Hall and Selina 
Jefferson Garland Hall. Hia early 
life was spent at Lafayette, Ky., and 
he received hia elementary educa- 
tion in the schools of that communi- 
ty. His family were strong and 
vigorous of mind, and marked by 
vigorous anl forceful traits of char- 
acter. 

He graduated from V'anderbilt in 
1885. He was prominent in th* de- 
partments of school life, and formed 
associations that lasted throughout 
life. He was a college mate of 
Juige Claude Waller, WalterStokes, 
C. C. Slaughter and Mr. Justice Mc 
Reynolds and other well-known and 
influential men. 

He came to the bar in 1885, short- 
ly after he graduated, and pract ced 
law with success until his health 
failed him in 1S98. 

Shortly after coming to the bar he 
married Miss Lillie Carter Gunn of 
Cadiz, Ky., and by that marriage 
two sons were born. Glen Andrews 
Hall and Fitzgerald Hall, all of 
whom survive him. 

He was a member of the forty- 
seventh general assembly of Tennes- 
see that met in 1891, and was speak- 
er pro tern, of that body during the 
session. 

It was however, after the failure 
of his health and what appeared to 
be almost the close of his career, 
that he rendered the mo t conspicu- 
ous service both to the community 
and the state. After spending a 
year in Texas during the winter of 
1898 and 1890, where he recuperated 
and became again comparatively 
well, he taught for several years 
in the city high school, rapidly tak- 
ing a foremost position in that insti- 
tution. 

In 1903 the board of trust of V'an- 
derbilt university determined to 
have at least one man give his en- 
J tire time to the law department of 
the university, and Dr. Hsll was 
I elected professor and secretary of 
the faculty. He left the public 
schools at the time a>d entered the 
faculty of the law school of Vander- 
bilt university, h which department 
he labored the remainder of his life.

Tho simplest and safest way to bora 
boles iu class Is to use a copper or 
brass tube, quite thin, of the size of 
the hole. Ben a hole in a small block 
of wood about one-quarter of an inch 
thick— hole to fit the tube loosely. 
Fasten the block to the glass with 
beeswax, |» that the hole corresponds 
with the required hole in the glass. 
Insert the tube in the bole and pour 
emery— No. 90— and water iuto the 
tube with a spoon, and turn the tuba 
back and forth with the Angers; or a 
little grooved pulley may be put on 
the tube to work with a, string, in 
which case a center should be placed 
at the upper end to guide the tube. 
In this way a hole of any site, from 
one-eighth of an inch 10 an Inch or 
more, may be cut through ordinary 
window glass in a few minutes.

LEARN TO FEED PROFITABLY 



Most Difficult Period in Feeding Sta.-ts 
With Baby Chicks— Good Mixture 
for Dry Mash. 

Profitable feeding Is something 
every fanner and poultryman must 
learn. Without it the most vigorous 
chicks that were ever hatched could 
not develop into standard, mature 
birds. The most difficult period In 
feeding starts with the baby chicks. 
If stunted when small, it ia "runty" 
forever; if fed and cared for properly 
when young it can rustle for itself 
to a limited extent later. 

Tho baby chick should never be fed 
until forty-eight hours old. and then 
a mash of coarse bran and charcoal 
mixed with hard-boiled eggs Is all it 
will need for two or three days. After 
the first few days It may be fed mixed 
grain five tlmea daily, and the masb 
of bran and eggs three times dally. A 
good chick ration may be had by mix- 
ing ten pounds cracked wheat, ten 
pounds cracked corn (sifted) and ten 
pounds, "steel cut" oats. The dry 
mash Is made up of ten pounds bran, 
ten pounds shorts, five pounds corn 
meal, five pounds meat scraps and two 
and one-half pounds charcoal. Feed 
sour milk If available, giving chick; 
all they will consume.

ROOSTS MADE VERMINPR00F 



Gas Pipes Used for Supports, Instead 
of Wooden Timbers, Aids in Keep- 
ing Parasites Away.

The 1 ' 
roosts are made as usual and are laid 
on tho pipe without fastening, thus > 
making it easy to remove them for 
cleaning, etc. The pipes need not be 
over three- fourths of an inch in diam- 
eter, and will be found to be oue of 
the moat satisfactory supports for 
roosts yet devised. 



MAKING MO NEY FR OM SQUABS 

Little Chance for Profit With Pigeons 
Unless Birds Are Kept Free From 
Insect Parasites. 

There Is very little chance of mak- 
ing money from squaba unless through 

cleanliness pigeons can be kept com- 
paratively free from disease and lu- 
sect parasites. The stock should be 
carefully watched and any sick oirds 
removed from the breeding pens. The 
house should be kept dry. cleau. well 
ventilated, and free from drafts. The 
yards should be kept clean either by 
scraping the surface and adding freak 
sand or gravel or by cultivating the 
land and planting It to grain if pos- 
sible. Only good, sound gralu should 
be fed.

Many Orchardists Who Fail 1 
Guard Against Pests. 



In Many Catea Thar* It No Exeuaa 
for Inferior Fruit Except Neglect 
of Per-tono to Carry Out Plana 
of Spraying.

There are comparatively few or- 
chardists at the present time who 
doubt the value of spraying apples 
for the cnrcullo and tho codling 
moth. On thn other hand, there are 
many who are, In reality, not protect- 
Inn their orchards from these two car- 
dinal apple pests aa much as Is 
bio or, Indeed, practicable. 

It la unnereaaary to go Into de- 
tail in explaining all the reasons why 
fruit, stung from the codling moth 
or stung and deformed by the curcullo 
Is permitted. 9ufflce to say that in 
many caaea there is no reaaonable ex 
case, except the failure of persona to 
carry out plans of spraying which are 
already well known to be effective 

There is a strong tendency, how 
ever, noted recently among many 
fruit growers to do more careful and 
intelligent spraying so that a higher 
percentage of first-class applea may 
be produced. A few years of par 
tlal fruit failures from adverse and 
uncontrollable weather conditions 
makes It even more necessary that in 
the other years we save our crops

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Codling Moth on Apple. 

from destruction by insects — 
compliahment quite within our power. 

Among the many insects damaging 
the apple crop there are two which 
stand out pre-eminently as the most 
destructive. These are the curculio, 
the old offender commonly known ai 
the plum curculio, and the well 
known codling moth. The damage 
done to apples alone in the state of 
Missouri by these two insects in a 
year when an average crop is borne 
runs into millions of dollars. 

In controlling these and other In- 
sects, apple growers should apply 
their arsenical sprays at times when 
they will be of the greatest possible 
service. There is a limit to the num- 
ber of sprays which can be profitably 
applied, especially since in many cases 
it Is also necessary to give separate 
spraying fungicides at times when 
aa Insecticide is required, or vice 
versa. 

Spraying la the chief method of 
control of curculio and codling moth 
In apple orchards, but there aro a 
number of other natural or artificial 
checks against both insects which de- 
serve mention. 

Handing of the trees to capture tho 
; descending worms of codling moths 
as they search for a place for pupa- 
tion was a practice even before 
spraying for codling moth was begun. 
It has been shown that they will 
sometimes capture as high as 40 per 
cont of the worms upon the tree, but 
It cannot be considered a practical op- 
eration when such tar butter reuults 
can be accomplished by spruying. 
When bands are used they must be 
looked alter every ten days and the 
worms destroyed, to prevent the 
moth from mutunng and making its 
• ■scape. If this is not done they will | 
only offer safer hiding places and do 
raoro harm than good. They are 
Bometimes useful In trapping the Brst 
emerging worms in the summer in or- 
der to forecast the date of appear- 
ance of second generation worms. 

Cultivation of orchards is one of the 
best of procedures for curculio de- 
struction. It keeps ihe orchard free 
from many of the desirable hiberna- 
tion places for the adult, and it un- 
queatlonably destroys a high per cent 
of the Insects in the ground. 

There are many useful uatural in- 
sect parasites and other enemies of 
both curculio and codling moth which 

attack thwm In- nrai-ilcallv all their

Washington, Nov. 29.-Restr t- 
tlona upon exportation of tob ceo to 
Holland, through which it was pre- 
vented entering Germany, have 
been lifted by the Netherlands Ov- 
erseas Trust Company according to 
a notice to the United States Gov- 
ernment announced by Secretary of 
State Lansing. 

Secretary Lanaing stated that the 
Overse-.s Company had informed 
him that in the future shipments of 
tobacco may be made direct to any 
one in Holland "or order." This 
will permit the release of clcae to a 
quarter of a million of dollars' worth 
of dark tobacco, now held at Balti- 
more and Newport News. 

The Netherlands Overseas Trust 
Company, a subsidiary of the Hol- 
land-American line of steamers, con- 
trols all shipments to Holland, and 
it undertook to assure Great Britain 
and her allies that goods con ign. d 
to its care would be for the exclus- 
ive use of neutrals in Holland. The 
fact that tobacco was on the list of 
goods which had to be shipped to 
t.ne company prevented it beta* 
sent through Holland to Germany. 

Secretary Lansing's announce- 
ment brings to a successful termina 
tion the representations made to 
Great Britain by this Government in 
behalf of the tobacco growers of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia. 
Senator James atd Representative 
Sherley have led the fight for 
Ken'.uckians in which all of the 
Democratic Congressmen shared, 
while Senator Martin, of Virginia, 
and Representative Burns, of Ter- 
ne«see. also took a hand. The rep- 
resentations to the Allies were made 
through the office of Judge W. B. 
Fleming, of Louisville, foreign trade 
adviser of the State Department. 

It waa held by this country that 
tobacco from Dutch and English col- 
onies waa being permitted to enter 
Holland without restrictions and 
that this constitu'ed discrimination 
against the American growers. To 
permit free shipments to Holland 
and through this means to vet to- 
bacco into Germany and Austria, it 
was asse -ted, would not in any way 
aid the Central Powers in warfare 
the Allies.

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Farmer Can Pay Mora At- 
to Work In Col. Weather 
Than When Crop* Are 
ln B — Cow. Mutt ■ 

(By R ». RUSritVO.) 
The profits in winter dairying are 
often greater than those obtained from 
the milk that is made In the summer 
This, however. Is because prices for 
milk, cream and butter are usually 
much better in the winter than In the 
summer and often the question of la- 
bor la not so acute In the winter sea- 
son. 

I find It necessary to have some of 
my cows como fresh In the tall where 
such profit Is to accrue from the win- 
ter dairying. About half the cows 
coming fresh In the fall equallie the 
milk supply the year around. 

The cost of producing winter milk 
should not be contrasted with summer 
milk in figuring proflts, because the 
cows hare to be kept anyway, and 
)ust about as much feed would have 
to be fed If the cows were drying up 
as if they were In milk. It they are 
fed as they should be. 

There Is of course more feed given 
In the winter when the milk produc- 
tion is being cV~-'..»£oa, but that addi- 
tional feed is about the only charge 
that should be added. Since the cows 
have to be fed anyway the whole year 
around, the average cost ot feedins 
should be figured summer and wlntor 

Adding to that the little extra feet 
that must be given to stimulate milk 
production, should be the real cost 
of winter milk production. Milk and 
dairy products ar t easier to mark 
In the winter than In the summer, the 
milk being cooled with cold air and 
the cream kept In the same way. 

1 always look forward to the winter 
dairying as I do to winter profits in 
the poultry yard. I think that all w!'l 
agree with me that the largest profit 
Is to be made from winter laying, and 
L for one. have found It Just so with 
the winter dairying. 

When a man has a well-fllled silo 
there Is no reason why the milk flow 
should not be kept up during the win- 
ter. The feeding of the good sweet

January and February. 

Hy being thus supplied with the suc- 
culent feed, with the addition of 
enough concentrated feed to balance 
the ration the milk flow will be kept 
up to Its average in the summer. 

There Is another point In favor of 
dairying in the winter for the farmer 
who is not making dairying his spe- 
cialty. Dairying, like everything else, 
must have personal supervision and 
the average farmer can give much 
more attention to the work during the 
winter than he can during the summer 
when the work of making the crops If 
pushing hard.

PARSNIP NOT GIVEN ITS DUE 

With Proper Preparation the Vegeta 
ble Should Be One of the Great- 
est Table Favorite/. 

Do you like parsnips? If you don t, 
why don't you? If they cost as much 
as French artichokes— which have far 
less flavor— wouldn't you like them? 
Perhaps the reason they have never 
appealed to you is because they are so 
common that they are fed to the cat 
tie. Often our likes and dislikes for 
food are based on such reasoning. 

Of course, parsnips must be careful 
ly cooked to be really worth the eat 
lng. Baked parsnips have a delicious 
flavor. To prepare them, wash them 
and pare them and steam them until 
tender. Then slice them lengthwise 
and put them in a baking dish, with 
butter and pepper and salt sprinkled 
over them. Hake them until brown in 
a moderate oven. 

Parsnip salad is made ot parsnips 
that have bees) steamed until tender, 
sliced crosswj.se, dredged in flour and 
fried brown in butter Chill them 
and put them on lettuce leaves and 
add a teaspoonful of atopped ham and 
one of hard-boiled egg chopped fine to 
each plate Sprinkle a little chopped 
parsley over them and serve with 
mayonnaise. 

Parsnip fritters are made from 
mashed boiled parsnips. To a pint o: 
it add a teanpoOnfui of flour, a well- 
b.->atcn er.g and salt and pepper.

Scalloped parsnips: Mix two cup- 
fu.'s of cold, mashed parsnips with two 
tablespocDiulB of butter and cream 
enough tii nial;;* smooth.

Impptos to Kentucky Trade Ex 
pected by New Foreign 
Demand. 



BOWLING GREEN MEN 



Tobacco men of the State are 
greatly pleased with news received 
from th« American embassy at Lon- 
don announcing Great Britain and 

the Netherlands Governments have 
removed all restrictions on the ship- 
ment of tobacco to neutral countries, 
interpreting it as meaning Herman 
and Austrian markets will be reopen- 
ed to millions of pounds of Kentucky 
tobacco now stored in warehouses in 
the S ate and at sea porta. 

It was expected Great Britain 
would yield to the demands of Amer- 
ican representations relative to re* 
inoval of restrictions on tobacco 
shipping and average prices on Ken- 
tucky tobacco have experienced a 
general advance of 25 per cent, dur 
ing the last sixty days in anticipa 
tion of free and open markets. Ken 
tucky buyers, shippers and export 
era have been especially active in 
the organized movement of Ameri 
can tobaccj men who brought great 
pressure to bear in their efforts to 
remove the embargo on tobacco. 
PORTS REOPENED. 
The announcement from London 
is interpreted as meaning the pons 
of Holland, Nosway, Sweden ami 
Denmark wi 1 bo reopened to unre- 
stricted tobacco shipment*, whence 
the product will find its way into 
Germany, Belgium and Austria. The 
latter countries always have been, 
until the beginning of the European 
war and England's subsequent impo- 
sition of trade restrictions, the prin- 
cipal market for millions of pounds 
of dark tobacco grown in Western 
Kentucky in the Hopkirisville dis- 
trict. 

The lifting of the restrictions on 
the tobacco trade naturally will cre- 
ate a new foreign demand for the 
product and lend impetus to the 
trade -Here. With the expected im- 
provements in shipping facilities, it 
is believed millions of pounds of 
Kentucky tobacco now stored in 
warehouses at New Orleans, Mobile 
Norfolk, Baltimore, Newport News 
and New York soon will be en rouie 
to European markets. This conges- 
tion along the seaboards resulted be- 
cause exporters who bought the 
product during last ytar have been 
unable to ship to foreign markets, 
where there is a demand for Ken- 
tucky and Tenness e tobacco. A 
recent statement issued by the Gov- 
ernment shows there was a 97,000,- 
000-pound shortage in tobacco ex- 
ports during the x past year. 
m KENTUCKY CROP TO MOVE. 

As soon as the accumulation of 
tobacco begins to move from Ameri- 
can ports the crop 3tored in Ken- 
tucky warehouses, estimated at 12,- 
000,000 pounds, also will be shipptd, 
thereby bettering conditions here 
and the out-look for the coming 
crop. Moat of this estimated 12,- 
000,0(10 pounds is in the warehouses 
of Western Kentucky, the hub of 
the dark tobacco trade. 

What resumption of the foreign 
tobacco trade means to prices has 
been reflected in the general advance 
during the last two months. Com- 
mon tobacco, which formerly »old at 
from 4 to 51 cents a pound, now 
brings price! ranging from 5 to 7 
cents. Whether prices will contin- 
ue to advance after a steady flow 
begins into foreign ports will de- 
pend on competitive prices quoted 
by other countries which ship to- 
bacco to Holland. Java is one of 
the United States chief rivals in sup 
plying Rotterdam and Amsterdam 
with tobacco. 

BETTER TIMES COMING. 
Officials of the Tobacco Board of 
Trade and prominent brokers, ware- 
housemen and exporters of the city 
agree as one man in their interpre 
tation of the announcement %om 
London. The reopening of the,long 
closed foreign markets has caused 
them to unite in prophesies that big- 
ger and better times are coming for 
the tobacco trade here. 

Some tobacco has been shipped 
abroad since the beginning of the 
war, but reatrictiona imposed by 
Great Britain almost had choked the 
life out of the trade.
